Translation Notes 


Page 29 - -senpai, -san 

These are honorifics appended to the end of a person's name 
to indicate their status in relation to the speaker. -senpai 

is used when addressing an upperclassman or colleague of 
higher rank, and -son is used in all situations, only being left 
out when speaking informally— usually with friends. 


Page 80 ~ Onii-san 
A polite term used when referring to someone's older 
brother or a man you're meeting for the first time. 


Page 126 ~ Test of courage 
In Japan, a “test of courage” is a visit to a scary location, typically 
at night, as part of a dare. The spookiest time of year in Japan is 
summer, which is when such impromptu tests are usually held. 


Page 138 ~ Mobster 
The word Souta uses here is mononoke, or “apparition.” 
He was looking for the word kedamono, or “beast.” 


Page 139 - Brother compound 
In Japanese, the term “brother complex” is shortened 
to burakon. In this case, Kyousuke somehow comes 
up with the term puraban, which are plastic sheets 
that shrink in the oven, typically used for arts and 
crafts. You may know them as Shrinky Dinks.
